Shale a factor: Experts 


The energy industry’s 
decades-long dream of 
tapping vast Alaskan and 
northern Canadian gas re¬ 
serves faces perhaps its 
biggest threat yet, a flood 
of new unconventional 
supply located closer to 
markets, say 
experts. 

Multibillion- 
dollar Arctic 
pipeline pro¬ 
posals, first en¬ 
visioned in the 
1970s and 
rekindled in 
the past decade 
as gas supplies 
tightened, 

have been buffeted by regu¬ 
latory delays, government 
wrangling and rising costs. 
Now, industry experts won¬ 
der if rapid development of 
gas trapped in shale forma¬ 
tions throughout the Unit¬ 
ed States and Canada could 
render Alaska and North¬ 
west Territories pipelines 
obsolete even before any 
steel is put into the ground. 

“It certainly threatens to 
do that,” said Robert Ineson, 
senior director of North 
American natural gas at 
Cambridge Energy Research 
Associates. “The increase in 
onshore, lower-48 produc¬ 
tion since 2004 is equiva¬ 
lent to more than two Alas¬ 
ka pipelines. The only thing 
that’s keeping it from grow-

ing further at the moment 
is lack of demand.” 

Even as the recession 
pushed gas prices to multi¬ 
year lows, the buzz over 
shale gas intensified as com¬ 
panies have announced 
finds pegged in the trillions 
of cubic feet. 

Backers of 
the $26-bil- 
lion US Alas¬ 
ka pipeline 
proposal and 
$13.8 billion 
Mackenzie 
pipeline had 
said a main 
rationale for 
their projects 
is the threat of price spikes 
as conventional production 
wanes. Neither project is 
expected to be in service un¬ 
til the next decade or later. 

“The amount of gas that’s 
been found over the last 24 
months was clearly incon¬ 
ceivable to forecast five 
years ago,” said Manuj 
Nilchanj, vice-president of 
Ross Smith Energy Group, a 
Calgary-based firm. “So at 
no fault of people’s think¬ 
ing five years ago, there’s 
been a huge paradigm shift 
with respect to the natural 
gas market.” reuters

the same comfort level.” 

Shand compared how 
people misunderstand 
some mental illnesses like 
schizophrenia to how peo¬ 
ple labelled cancer or HIV 
victims in the past, and 
said with more open dis¬ 
cussion, some of the fears 
and worries about mental 
illness will dissipate. 

“People still don’t open¬ 
ly discuss it ... though 
now a lot of things (they) 


feel more comfortable 
(with),” he said. “But if 
you (accept) the idea as 
kids, you’ll carry it to 
adulthood.” 

Shand said that half of 
people with long-term ail¬ 
ments could be diagnosed 
at the age of 14, adding 
that the earlier people 
know about their prob¬ 
lem, the sooner they can 
helped. 

“The earlier they’re 
treated, the better the life 
possibilities,” he said.

Closed fire door 
results in $2Kfine 


nightclub An Edmonton 
nightclub has agreed to 
pay $2,000 in fines after 
pleading guilty for ob¬ 
structing an emergency ex¬ 
it. 

The city says a fire-pre¬ 
vention officer noticed an 
exit door at the Laser Ex¬ 
press Box nightclub, near 
34 Avenue and 99 Street, 
was sealed shut during an 
inspection last fall. 

Obstructing or locking 
exits at businesses can pre¬ 
vent or hinder a customer’s 
ability to leave a building 
safely during an emer¬ 
gency, said Fire Marshall 
Ian Sterling in a press re¬ 
lease. 

“Our fire-prevention offi¬ 
cers conduct regular visits 
in bars, nightclubs and oth¬ 
er such premises to ensure 


compliance with fire 
codes,” said Sterling. 

While situations are en¬ 
countered at times, the ma¬ 
jority of these types of es¬ 
tablishments make a real 
effort to ensure that they 
comply and don’t get fined. 

Businesses can face up to 
$15,000 for the first of¬ 
fence and up to $30,000 for 
the second and subsequent 
offence, said the city. 

Fire inspectors inspected 
129 nightclubs and bars in 
the city last year, which re¬ 
sulted in two charges for 
non-compliance, said the 
city. 

The officers also did 739 
operational night patrols 
that resulted in five 
charges for non-compli¬ 
ance, said the city.

Province aims 
to boost forestry

Alberta’s government will 
support the province’s 
troubled forestry sector, 
but it won’t spend as 
much as what was recom¬ 
mended by the industry. 

The province has agreed 
to follow up on 43 recom¬ 
mendations that were 
made last August by a com¬ 
mittee made up of MLAs 
and forest industry leaders 
that it says will help the 
struggling sector become 
more competitive and en¬ 
vironmentally sustainable. 

But Sustainable Re¬ 
source Minister Ted Mor¬ 
ton says the other six rec¬ 
ommendations couldn’t be 
approved because some in¬ 
fringe on Canada’s soft 
wood lumber agreement 
with the United States 
while others were too ex¬ 
pensive for Alberta’s gov¬ 
ernment. 


Jobs lost 

• Roughly 3,800 jobs have 
been lost in Alberta's 
forestry sector, according to 
figures from the Alberta 
Forest Products Association. 

“This government is run¬ 
ning a significant debt this 
year and the kind of funds 
that were perceived to be 
available last July and Au¬ 
gust are not there today,” 
said Morton. “It’s not that 
we reject it, but the re¬ 
sponse has been deferred.” 

Morton said the govern¬ 
ment, when it moves 
ahead with the approved 
recommendations, will 
make it easier for compa¬ 
nies to transfer timber 
tenures and it will allow 
companies to sell wood to 
coal-fired power plants 
that will be used for fuel. 

The cost of the move “is 
yet to be determined,” said 
Morton.

-o visit Cuba is liter¬ 
ally to experience 
time travel. Out¬ 
side the self-con¬ 
tained and sani¬ 
tized resorts from which 
few Canadians venture, Cu¬ 
ba is stranded in the 1950s 
— a vista of decaying towns 
and cities, large stretches of 
unused countryside, ham¬ 
merhead oil wells, clutches 
of workers at bus stops, 
crumbling highways, and 
innumerable classic cars, 
many belching apocalyptic 
clouds of exhaust. The only 
advertisements are revolu¬ 
tionary slogans painted on 
walls. And everywhere 
there’s a constant police 
presence, a none-too- 
subtle reminder that 
Cuba remains a re¬ 
pressive state. 

If the country 
has barely 
progressed 


since Fidel Castro took over 
on Jan. 1, 1959, the recent 
past has hardly been 
kinder. Thanks to the glob¬ 
al recession, external fi¬ 
nancing for the island has 
dried up, falling commodi¬ 
ty prices have cut into ex¬ 
port revenues for key items 
such as nickel, food im¬ 
ports are becoming more 
costly, and tourism —now a 
roughly $3-billion-a-year in¬ 
dustry — is slowing down. 

All this will change, and 
not just because economic 
growth will resume. Fidel 
Castro, 82, and his younger, 
more prag¬ 
matic 
brother 
Raul, 

77, 


(who took on the Cuban 
presidency in 2006 due to 
Fidel’s illness) are literally 
on their last legs. Equally, 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma’s conciliatory gestures 
towards the island — 
backed by more positive 
U.S. public opinion about 
the country — signal that 
the U.S. embargo that has 
stifled Cuba’s economy for 
decades may finally be 
coming to an end. 

When you ask Cubans 
about the future, they 
speak without hesitation of 
a freer, more entrepreneur¬ 
ial country. 

For Canadian com¬ 
panies, Cuba is an 
enormous business 
opportunity in the 
making. Aside from 
the further poten¬ 
tial for tourism de¬ 
velopment, Cuba lit¬ 
erally needs every¬ 
thing — foodstuffs, 
consumer goods, 
equipment of every 
description, and all 
kinds of infra¬ 


struc¬ 


ture. 

And if U.S. estimates are 
correct, there’s something 
like five billion barrels of 
oil and 10 trillion cubic feet 
of natural gas waiting for 
exploitation offshore. 

But aside from Sherritt 
International’s well-devel¬ 
oped nickel mining, oil and 
gas and electricity opera¬ 
tions, corporate Canada 
seems largely absent. An 
estimated 85 Canadian 
firms operate there, but 
aside from the likes of Sher¬ 
ritt and Labatt Breweries 
(actually owned by Bel¬ 
gium’s InBev S.A.) the rest 
are mid-sized and smaller 
companies. 

The Harper govern¬ 
ment’s coolness toward Cu¬ 
ba in recent years hasn’t 
helped either. 

By contrast, sizable U.S. 
and European companies 
are already jockeying for 
position once the door 
opens on the new Cuba. 

It’s an opportunity that 
Canada cannot afford to 
miss.

Bringing life back to our urban desert 



The city is looking for ideas 
on how to spruce up Jasper 
Avenue. This is something 
that is long overdue. 

When I first moved to 
Edmonton, Jasper Avenue 
was abuzz with activity 
both day and night. But 
that was before Edmonton 
Centre, West Edmonton 
Mall and a hip and trendy 
Whyte Avenue. The inter¬ 
vening years have changed 
Jasper from a vibrant main 
street into an urban desert. 


So what is our city to do? 

I think the first thing it 
must do is to decide 
whether people are more 
important than cars be¬ 
cause it is cars that get the 
greatest use from our main 
street. Assuming that the 
city decides that it wants 
people on Jasper, there are 
a couple of things it can do 
in the short term. 

The first thing it should 
do is not be too ambitious. 
Jasper is very long; tiying 
to change it all at once 
would spread our available 
dollars too thinly and not 
make much of an impact. It 
would be much better to 
do it in stages. I would sug¬ 
gest that we concentrate 
on the area between 100 
Street and 104 Street. 

We could take out park¬ 


ing on that section of the 
avenue and remove those 
sarcophaguses in the cen¬ 
tre. Then we could reduce 
the avenue to two lanes. 
That being done, we 
should extend the side¬ 
walks so that people can 
walk easily in the area and 
restaurants can create serv¬ 
ing areas in front of their 
establishments. That way 
when people come to visit 
our fair city, they would 
clearly see that there is in 
fact a downtown in Edmon¬ 
ton. 

Over the long term, we 
could continue the process 
along Jasper to 107th Street 
and then south toward the 
legislature building. We 
could then link up the 
walking area on Jasper to 
Winston Churchill Square. 


I think that over time the 
end result would be an easy 
and interesting walk from 
city hall to the grounds of 
the legislature. 

Over the veiy long term, 
we should look at com¬ 
pletely closing off those 
seven blocks of Japer Av¬ 
enue to vehicular traffic. 
We could then do the same 
thing with most of Rice 
Howard Way. In the end, 
we would end up with an 
attractive, pedestrian and 
business friendly area in 
the downtown that could 
be used to accommodate 
festivals, parades and what¬ 
ever else we want to do. 
What do you think?

A former U.S. soldier was 
convicted Thursday of rap¬ 
ing an Iraqi girl and killing 
her and her family near 
Baghdad in 2006 and now 
faces a possible death sen¬ 
tence. 

The federal 
court juiy that 
delivered guilty 
verdicts on all 
16 counts 
against former 
Pte. 1st Class 
Steven Green 
will decide his 
fate in the tri¬ 
al’s death penal¬ 
ty phase begin¬ 
ning Monday. 

Green, 24, was 
tried in federal court as a 
civilian on murder, rape 
and obstruction of justice 
charges since his arrest 
came after he was dis¬ 
charged from the U.S. 
Army later in 2006 for a 
“personality disorder.” 


The trial, which lasted 
eight days before 1 / days 
of jury deliberations, fea¬ 
tured prosecution testimo¬ 
ny by Green’s former com¬ 
rades in which they de¬ 
tailed the bru¬ 
tal assault, 
one of several 
incidents in¬ 
volving Ameri¬ 
can soldiers 
that enraged 
Iraqis and 
strained U.S. 
relations. 

Green, 19 at 
the time of 
the crime, was 
described as 
the trigger- 
man in the group of five 
men, who donned black

Abeer Qassim Hamza al- 
Janabi, 14, and shot to 
death her and her father,

Warner posts loss 

Music company hit by plummeting CD sales 


Warner Music Group on 
Thursday posted a wider 
quarter loss as recorded 
music sales fell faster than 
expected, sending its 
shares down 15 per cent. 

The world’s third-largest 
music company posted a 
net loss of $68 million US, 
or 45 cents a share in its 
fiscal second quarter end¬ 
ed March 31, compared 
with a year-earlier loss of 
$37 million, or 25 cents a 
share. 

The company booked 
$33 million in charges for 
items such as the declining 
value of investments in 
digital music startup com¬ 
panies Lala and Imeem. 

As a result of the write¬ 
offs, chief executive Edgar 
Bronfman told analysts on 
a conference call that he 
does not intend to make

Warner Music said its dig¬ 
ital music sales rose six per 
cent from the prior year to 
$173 million US, or 26 per 
cent of total revenue in 
quarter. 


more venture capital in¬ 
vestments in digital music 
startups. 

Revenue fell 17 per cent 
to $668 million, compared 
with the average Wall 
Street forecast of of $730.2 
million. 

This sent the company’s 
shares down 15 per cent to 
$4.63 on the New York 
Stock Exchange, but still 
well above the shares’ re¬ 
cent low of $1.76 back in 
March. 


Goldman analyst Ingrid 
Chung cited the “lighter- 
than-expected top line” 
and “the strong rally lead¬ 
ing up to earnings” for the 
decline in a research note 
issued after the results. 

Like other music compa¬ 
nies, Warner is struggling 
with shrinking sales of 
recorded music as fewer 
fans buy albums in physi¬ 
cal CD format. 

The transition to down¬ 
loaded music has led to a 
decline in revenue 
throughout the industry as 
fans increasingly buy low¬ 
er-priced individual songs 
from web retailers. 

Warner also blamed the 
weak results on a light 
record-release schedule 
and the turbulent global 
economy. 


AUTO Canada has given the 
Canadian Auto Workers until 
May 15 to reach a new conces¬ 
sion deal with General Motors, 
or the company will not 
receive long-term government 
funding and its Canadian oper¬ 
ations will be in jeopardy, the 
union's head said on Thursday. 


FILM Imax Corp., which makes 
giant movie screens and oper¬ 
ates theatres equipped with 
them, reported a narrower 
quarterly loss of $2.64 million 
US on Thursday and said the 
company will likely return to 
profitability in 2009.

A story of familial dysfunc¬

Derick Martini’s film (co¬ 
written by his brother 
Steven) works over the ter¬ 


rain of suburban ennui first 
cultivated by Robert Red- 
ford’s Ordinary People in 
1980, but familiarity is only 
part of the problem. De¬ 
spite the presence of some 
talented actors (including 
Ordinary People alum Tim¬ 


othy Hutton), Lymelife’s 
various dramatic and visual 
conceits feel as if they’re 
still trapped on the page. 

In the end, Lymelife’s ni¬ 
hilism feels as taclcily pre¬ 
fab as its painstakingly 
recreated period decor.

review Deeply moving 
without ever succumbing 
to shameless sentimentali¬ 
ty, The Necessities Of Life 
was justifiably Canada’s se¬ 
lection for this year’s best 
foreign film Oscar. 

Unfortunately, the movie 
was not able to claim a 
nomination, but that 
should in no way discour¬ 
age audiences from seeing 
one of our nation’s finest 
films in recent years. 

The movie can be a diffi¬ 
cult and upsetting cine¬ 
matic experience, but one 
with rich rewards for audi¬ 
ences willing to tough it 
out with their hankies. 

Natar Ungalaaq stars as 
Tiviim, an Inuk from the 
far North who is separated 
from his family and 
shipped to Quebec after 
being diagnosed with tu¬ 
berculosis. Tivii soon finds 
himself in a hospital room 
surrounded by incommu-

nicative hospital staff. 

There, Tivii befriends a 
nurse (Eveline Gelinas) who 
introduces him to an Inuk 
boy (Paul-Andre Brasseur) 
who gives Tivii a reason to 
survive his ordeal. 

Given that so much of 
the film is about isolation, 
depression, and culture 
shock, this movie can hard¬ 
ly be described as entertain¬ 
ing. 

But thanks to subdued di¬ 
rection from Benoit Pilon 
and some deeply moving 
performances, it’s still an 
intellectually nourishing 
night at the movies.

The Passione of Paul Potts 


British tenor and reality TV 
champ back with a new CD 



Accompanied by the Czech National Symphony Orchestra, Britain’s Got Talent winner Paul Potts 
mixes classic operatic numbers and contemporary hits on his latest album, Passione. 


Paul Potts has two keys to 
survival in the spotlight, 
which he’d like to share 
with current Britain’s Got 
Talent contestant Susan 
Boyle: Take it day-by-day, 
and eat healthy. 

The British tenor and 
2007 winner of the variety 
show is great at sticking to 
the first. The other one? 
Not so much, but it’s 
something he’s trying to 
change as he jets across 
the globe in promotion of 
his second release, Pas¬ 
sione. Accompanied by the 
Czech National Symphony 
Orchestra, Potts mixes 
classic operatic numbers 
and contemporaiy hits 
(Procol Harum’s A Whiter 
Shade of Pale is decidedly 
different when sung in 
that style). 

Though Passione’s line¬ 
up had to be approved by 
BGT judge Simon Cowell, 


Potts had more input this 
time around into whittling 
down 60 potential songs 
onto the 10-track release 
than on his debut, One 
Chance. 

“I wanted the songs to 
reflect many different 
kinds of passion,” says the 
Bristol native and former 
cellphone store manager. 
“They’re simple tunes, but 
incredibly beautiful, I 
think. Some of them are 
quite a challenge for a 
tenor to sing, quite rangey, 
which is what I wanted. 
We had more time to 
record it, so we were able 
to pace it better.” 

And pace is something 
he’ll have to keep up over 
the next little while as he 
tours. Noting diabetes 
runs in the family, Potts 
says it’s important to keep 
the strict diet that helped 
him shed six kilograms 


since January — especially 
in North America where 
he says stealchouses 
abound in comparison to 
Europe. It’s the home- 
coolcing Potts misses the 
most on the road, a link to 
normalcy (he gestures 
quotes with his fingers 


when he says it) between 
stints in the bright lights. 

“I used to travel on a 
bike but now I travel here, 
there and everywhere,” he 
said. “I still do things the 
way I’ve always done. I 
end up doing the shop¬ 
ping at home — my wife 


hates it — and people 
come up to me like I’m 
crazy. They ask me 
haven’t I got someone to 
do my shopping for me. 
Well no, why should I? I’d 
have to make a list and be 
organized if I did that.” 

As for a duet with

Boyle, his BGT contempo¬ 
rary who became an 
overnight sensation much 
like he did two years be¬ 
fore, he won’t rule it out. 
Though he doesn’t think 
that far ahead, and he ad¬ 
vises her not to either, at 
least not past a perform¬ 
ance. 

“I would perform as if 
nothing’s going to happen 
after it, because otherwise 
you put a lot of pressure 
on yourself and you think, 
‘This could happen, that 
could happen,”’ he said. 
“You should never concen¬ 
trate on the What Ifs. You 
should concentrate on 
what you have in front of 
you, right here and now.”

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The future of digital music 

On-demand streams could be the next big thing for the industry 



— or most people, ob¬ 
taining music in- 

— volves a transac¬ 
tional experience. I 
give you money 

and in exchange, you give 
me a piece of plastic (a CD, 
a record, a tape) or access 
to a digital file (iTunes, 
eMusic, etc.) At the end of 
the transaction, I possess 
(own) a copy of the per¬ 
formance. And 
it will remain 
mine until I 
throw it away or 
delete it from my 
hard drive. 

But this 
idea of 





possessing music is becom¬ 
ing a rather quaint notion. 
Think about it: If you’re 
able to access whatever 
song you want from wher¬ 
ever you are at whatever 
time on any device you 
choose, why on Earth 
would you ever need to 
physically possess a piece 
of plastic or a digital file? 

This is the thinking be¬ 
hind a number of emerg¬ 
ing music services that of¬ 
fer on-demand streams. 
Spotify (a Swedish cre¬ 
ation not yet available in 
Canada) allows users to in¬ 
stantly access specific 
songs or albums through 
your computer. Although 
you need a wired Internet 
connection right now, 
coders are working on an 
application for the 


and Wi-Fi. Spotify is free 
for the moment, but that 
might change once it’s out 
of beta. 

We7 is a U.K. service that 
does much the same 
thing with the com¬ 
plete blessing of the 
major labels. Part of 
its business model 
involves running ads 
that they called 
“blipverts” before 
songs. 

In both cases, the con¬ 
sumer doesn’t have to 
pay for anything. 

The value for 
the music 
streaming 
company 
and 
their 
la¬ 


bel partners comes from 
the data they capture from 
you. By registering with 
these services, companies 
know who you 
are, what 
you’re lis¬ 
tening to 
and what 
kind of 
device 
you’re 
us¬ 
ing. 


Theoretically, this allows 
them to better target you 
with music recommenda¬ 
tions. It also means better 
targeting for advertisers, 
but most people don’t 
mind being subjected to 
ads as long as they’re for 
goods and services in 
which they might be inter¬ 
ested. 

The thinking here is 
twofold: The music “feels” 
free to the consumer. It’s 
like having the world’s 
biggest hard drive full of 
music without having to 
pay for anything — or 
without it taking up space 
on the shelf or the hard 
drive. Second, if you can 
get all the music you want, 
it should cut down on pira¬ 
cy. 

Will it work? Maybe. 
We’ll see. The digital world 
is littered with good ideas.

The singer’s lawyer, 
Mark Geragos, filed a re¬ 
quest in a Los Angeles 
court Wednesday seeking 
access to LAPD records, ar¬ 
guing that Rihanna’s in¬ 
jury photo — widely dis¬ 
tributed on the Web — 
was “illegally leaked to the 
media” by police and may 
result in a case dismissal, 
radaronline.com reports. 

“I am informed and be¬ 
lieve that this highly preju¬ 
dicial photograph was sold 
by an LAPD officer to the 
entertainment website, 
TMZ,” Geragos states. 

“The photograph was 
immediately viewed by 
hundreds of thousands of 
viewers and was dis¬ 
played on every news 
channel for several 
weeks ... The purpose of 
the leak was necessari¬ 


ly for profit and to vilify 
Mr. Brown and poison the 
potential jury pool.” 

Geragos adds that if 
LAPD records show “dis¬ 
honest conduct” by its offi¬ 
cers, “I intend to use such 
evidence at the 
preliminary 
hearing to at¬ 
tack their 
credibility ... 

I believe 
there is a 
reasonable 
likelihood 
that 


the case will be dismissed 
at the preliminary hear¬ 
ing.” 

L.A. criminal defence at¬ 
torney Jeffery Rubenstein, 
who’s not involved in the 
case, says, “It’s unlikely the 
judge will dismiss the case 
on the grounds of leaked 
evidence. It’s not police 
conduct at issue here, it’s 
Chris Brown’s.” 

Brown, 20, has pleaded 
not guilty to allegedly 
beating Rihanna on Feb. 
8. A preliminaiy hearing, 
in which the court deter¬ 
mines if there’s 
enough evidence 
for trial, is to 
begin within 
eight court 
days of May 
28.

Stuffed Rissoles 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) lean ground 
beef 

3.8-oz (110-g) bottle or 
package hamburger 
seasoning mix 
1 tbsp (15 ml) Worcester¬ 
shire sauce 
1 tbsp (15 ml) tomato 
sauce 

salt and freshly ground 

black pepper 

1/2 cup (125 ml) grated 

cheddar 

1 tbsp (15 ml) canola oil 

TO SERVE: 

Tomato sauce 

METHOD: 

1. Put meat, hamburger 
seasoning, Worcestershire 
sauce, tomato sauce and 
salt and freshly ground 
black pepper into bowl. 
Knead mixture until well 
combined. Cover with 
plastic wrap and let stand 
5-10 minutes. 


2. Divide mixture into 
four; shape each portion 
into flat patty. Using 
thumb, make deep hole in 
centre of each patty, tak¬ 
ing care not to push all the 
way through. 

3. Place a quarter of 
cheese into centre of each 
patty, then mould meat 
over to cover cheese. If 
necessary, press flat. 

4. Heat oil in large frying 
pan. Add patties and cook 
over moderate heat until 
cooked through, 5-7 min¬ 
utes per side. Serve with 
tomato sauce.
